SUMMARY OF BILL: Authorizes the inclusion of instruction on the adverse childhood
experiences to minor children who are affected by the dissolution of their parents’ marriage in
any premarital preparation course, the completion of which qualifies a man and a woman who
completed the course, together or separately, for a $60 marriage license fee reduction.
